The formulation of a comprehen- 
sive tax program to

sponsored in the legislature by the 
administration, is foreseen 
today 


with the announcement by Gov. 
Elaine that he is asking1 Senator 
Henry Huber, chairman of the joint 
finance committee, to hold in 
his 


committee the Dahl and 
Severson 
general income tax bills, the tax 
commission appropriation, the mea- 
sures affecting increase in personal 
exemptions under tho income tax 
and a bill to exempt homesteads 
from taxation. 


Through this act the governor let 


it be known that he plans to ac- 
tively'lead the movement for read- 
justment o£ the tax burden in Wis- 
consin. 
He expects to go before 


the finance" committee, or send a 
special message to the legislature 
explaining in detail his ideas on the 
problem of revenue raising. 
A bill 


covering the points emphasized by 
him, is to follow. 


Gov. 
Elaine is not satisfied with 


either the Dahl general income tax 
bill or the Severson surtax proposal. 
He intends to have a measure, more 
comprehensive in its scope, provid- 
ing in addition to a new rate sched- 
ule, a raise in exemptions gained 
through a reduction in the lower 
rates on incomes, repeal of special 
mill taxes, exemption of homestead 
improvements from taxation, and a 
large appropriation to the tax com- 
mission for investigation of back 
income tax reports. 


Preceding the definite announce- 


ment of his attitude on specific tax 
problems, the governor said that he 
planned to take the people into his 
confidence with an explanation of 
the revenue situation as it con- 
fronts Wisconsin.

GOT. J. J. Blaine last night scored 


Harry M. Daugherty, U. S. attor- 
ney general, for his refusal to make 
a suryey of former service men in- 
carcerated-in .federal prisons, to de- 
;ermine their mental and physical 
condition, as suggested by the Wis- 
consin executive. 


In a letter to the cabinet officer. 


Governor Blaine said thit "you de- 
cline to make tfca survey 
on the 


rround that the work as outlined, 
f attempted in .federal penitenti- 
aries, "would iequir« more time and 
assistance than 4s at the command 
of the department and for this rea- 
son regret that It is impracticable." 


"This is most astoundlnjr. I am 


unwilling to believe," he 
added, 


"that you ara willinXs to rest your 
"refusal upon any 
such 
ground, 


when I call to your attention that 
In all probability you have 
men 


who served in the 'late vif 
suffer- 


ing from mental and physical dis- 
ability due to their service for their 
ountry, and because of that mental 
condition they have come to their 
sad plight. 
'I am sending a 
summary of 


facts found in Wisconsin penal in- 
stitutions, which shows that a large 
number of these men are mentally 
and physically deficient, requiring 
bospitalization instead 
of 
prison 
bars. 


"You state that 'I regret to state 
it is impracticable.' You can have 
no such 
regret upon any 
such 
grounds. When the troop ship was 
on tho tide, these men were heroes. 
When gassing and 
bombing and 


shell-shocking have broken 
them 


mentally and physically, 
then to 


say they may rot behind 
prison 
bars because it is impracticable for 
you to bring relief. I trust that 
the distates of humanity will com- 
mand your attention'and action."

The Chicago Tribune in an 


editorial March 6th> says : — 


"The senate committee on 


directed by Senator La Pollette, lias returned 
a typical La Pollette report attacking tlie 
various Standard Oil companies as, in effect, 
a monopoly more dangerous than the com- 
pany was iefore its dissolution. The action 
emphasizes a growing tendency in this coun- 
try to break down anything which is a success. 


"We quote one paragraph as illustrative of 


the thought or lack of thought which produced 
the whole: 'While it may be that a Standard 
company in a particular territory does only 
about half the business in that territory — 
and some of the Standards do more than half 
and some less — j7ct in all territory some 
Standard company is so much larger than 
any single competitor that it lias come to bo 
almost universally accepted that the tank 
wagon price in any territory is controlled 
absolutely by the Standard marketing com- 
pany for that territory.'1 


"In words not arranged by Senator La 


ITollette, that can mean only one tiling, 
namely, that there is competition, and that 
prices are determined by the most efficient 
organization. If not, it is clear that a smaller 
company would undersell the Standard, and 
so bring prices down. 
The purpose of the 


report is to break -up and destroy the mero 
efficient organization for production and de- 
livery of oil and oil products. What would 
it leave as a substitute? Numberless small 
concerns, doing business inefficiently and with 
high overhead costs, which without the com- 
petition of the Standard would immediately 
force prices up, not down. 
Incidentally it 


would stimulate promotion of all sorts of 
wildcat oil companies which would dupe in- 
vestors or speculators and help raise the price 
of oil products. 


"In more detail, the report complains of 


the private use of Standard pipe lines, and 
wants to make them common carriers. 
In 


other words it would penalize a progressive 
organization and force it to divide its means 
of service with inefficient organizations. That 
sort of tyranny over business cannot go on. 
Human beings will not work without reward. 
They will not improve service or cheapen pro- 
duction and distribution if the profit of such 
improvements is to be legislated away from 
them by socialistic demagogues. 
If this re- 


port became the basis of the ' legislation it 
seeks it would destroy the incentive for im- 
provement and energy in the oil business, and 
that, business would lapse into a condition 
where we would pay many times the price we 
now pay for its products. 


"Such thinking and such attacks upon suc- 


cessful business of any kind threatens the 
.same disaster. It means demoralization of 
industry and energy and threatens an end to 
all improvement. 


"The writer of this editorial does not now 


own, and never has owned, nor expects to 
own, one share of Standard or any other oil 
stock. He has, however, owned flivvers, .which 
consume oil products. 
He can understand 


how owners of automobiles would like to sec 
the price of gasoline and oil come down. He 
can understand how a man like La Follette 
•would seek the approval of the millions of 
automobile owners in this country by shout- 
ing that they are being robbed, and promising 
to stop it. But he believes too much in the 
intelligence of automobile owners to think 
they will seek lower prices of gasoline by 
destroying the most efficient producer and' 
distributor of gasoline. 


"It would not or>]y be folly to bring that 


about because of its immediate effect, but be- 
cause of its future effect. The Standard Oil 
companies are doing more to establish new 
sources of supply outside this country for 
[American consumption than any other busi- 
ness we know. 
They have prospectors and 


engineers and financiers working throughout 
the world to obtain wells. Are we so lacking 
in intelligence that we would destroy a con- 
cern which is seeking to provide for our needs 
after our domestic supplies are exhausted! 


"There is but one suggestion in the entire 


report that appears sane and reasonable. 
That is the one for prohibition or regulation 
of export. That is worthy of consideration 
and study. It might be advisable, though. 
even then we would have to consider possible 
retaliations and the question of whether it 
would be wise to cut off such a portion, of 
our foreign trade. National defense might 
varraijt it."

article was printed in The Indus- 
trial, the school paper. 


There are four food habits given 


by Dr. E. V. McColium which every 
mother ought to know. 
They are 


no tea or coffee, at least a quart 
o£ milk every day, sweets at 
the 


end of the meal and only in small 
amounts, and all fruits and vege- 
tables. 


Often it ia difficult to train chil- 


dren in these, correct food hahdta. 
Many mothers will say that they 
could nnt be so selfish as to keep 
tea or coffee from their children, 
but if the mother.v never let their 
children have 
tea or 
coffee, will 


them miss it? 
Ko, certainly not. 


Most children like milk, but some 
cannot bear the sight of it and for 
them it should be madu into cocoa 
or creamed soups. Milk can be pre- 
pared in so many other ways that 
this point is not found difficult. 


If sweets 
are 
given 
between 


meals or at the beginning of meals, 
the child's,appctite for more whole- 
some food is often destroyed. 
A 


child can easily be taught to ex- 
pect candy only after meals. 


How can a child be forced to eat 


vegetables when he does not Hke 
them? 
Many mr;-^-.ei-:i give 
their 


babies strained fruit ji'iices or broth 
in which the vegetables have been 
cooked. If a mother has neglected 
this, the child can still be taught 
in like vegetables. 
13y 
insisting 


that a very small portion shall be 
eaten each time the vegetable 
is 


served, mothers can help most chil- 
dren to overcome their dislikes. The 
parents should set the child a good 
example in this matter. In partic- 
ular the parents should be careful 
not . to express thoir own dislikes 
sincb the child is sure to copy their 
prejudices. 


It is evident that by 
persistent 


effort any child c;;n be trained into 
these very important food habits.

I would lay no limit on the 
number -of heirs but any portion undivided or 
illegally disposed' of would revert to the gov- 
ernment. 


I admit that a million ;s an arbitrary and 


unscientific standard, yet that standard alone, 
in one gcncVaion, would dissipate all our dan- 
gerously large fortunes, and mere millionaires 
would not be dangerous. 


And as. to the standard, it would adjust it- 


self, as the greater the number of heirs, the 
greater the opposition to lowering the limit 
so that somewhere a standard would be form- 
ed satisfactorily to the majority. 


The 
average 
banker 
and 
business 
man 


should welcome such a law as it would touch 
but » small'percentage of our moneyed men 
and would permanently avert the oncoming 
readjustment or commune, which all far-see- 
ing business men know is inevitable, with a 
continuation of the present trend.
